WASHINGTON. Aug. 17 INYT). 

— The government has released 
an unusually candid report on 
world-wide drug traffic which 
said that, despite increased en- 
forcement efforts, the United 
States and other countries were 
only able to seize a small frac- 
tion of tbe total illegal flow of 
heroin. 

The 111 -page survey, under 
preparation for nine months by 
the Cabinet Committee on Inter- 
national Narcotics Control, sur- 
veyed the world scene. The pic- 
ture that emerged from the re- 
port was anything but encourag- 
ing. 

It noted that enforcement ef- 
forts in tbe past two years had 
led to mounting seizures, but con- 
cluded that “the rising level of 
seizures stxU represents only a 
small fraction of the illicit flow.” 

“The international heroin mar- 
ket almost certainly continues to 
have adequate supplies to meet 
the demand in consuming coun- 
tries," it said. 

Tbe report, “World Opium Sur- 
vey 1972.” the most comprehen- 
sive report of its kind, noted that 
International criminal ‘'cartels'* 
seem to control the wholesale 
opium and heroin trade and reap 
“high rates of return on their in- 
vestment." 

Corsicans' Profits 

As an example of the illegal 
profits made in the heroin trade, 
the report said that on an in- 
vestment of between $120,000 and 
$300,000, French Corsicans, who 
run the European trade, normally 
receive about $1 million from 
their customers in New York for 
100 kilograms or heroin. 

And then, an street sale in 
New York, one kilogram of pure 
heroin would sell for $320,000 — or 
$22 million for 100 kilograms. It 
said. 

The report was put together by 
the following government agen- 
cies: the State Department, the 
Central Intelligence Agency, the 
Bureau of Narcotics and Danger- 
ous Drugs, the Customs Bureau 
and the Treasury, it was com- 
pleted in July and released by the 
State Department after a meet- 
ing yesterday of the cabinet com- 
mittee at tbe White House, chair- 
ed by Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers. 

Perhaps to counter the dis- 
couraging tone of the report, the 
State Department also released a 
“fact sheet” detailing efforts by 
the administration to counter 
what President Nixon has called 
“America’s public enemy number 
one.” 

The report was unique because 
it included comments, often 
caustic or uncomplimentary, 
about many nations. with which 
the United States has friendly 
relations. 

Nations] Attitudes 

Success in developing interna- 
tional policing organizations has 
been slow, the report said, “large- 
ly because of widely varying na- 
tional attitudes toward the drug 
problem." It noted that efforts are 
under way to curtail the growing 
of opium poppy — the source of 
heroin — but that because of local 
conditions these programs “are 
unlikely to be successful unless 
accompanied by serious changes 
In a number of longstanding so- 
cial and economic traditions.” 

The report said that, at a 
minimum, 200 tons of illegal 
opium were available for the in- 
ternational market in 1971, a year 
In which total seizures amounted 
to 21.6 tons. The seizures in the f 
first quarter of this year reached 
nine tons. 

The report described in some 
detail how illicit opium and its 
derivatives— mainly heroin— are 
marketed. It said “the primary 
complex" which leads to the 
largest deliveries to the United 
States begins in Turkey, encom- 
passes many countries in West- 
ern Europe and. the Western 
Hemisphere, and terminates in 
the United States. 

A second, complex is the South- 
east Asian market— with the 
opium grown in the “golden 
triangle” of Burma, Thailand and 
Laos. This complex serves most- 
ly addicts and users in the area. 
The report said that the with- 
drawal of American forces from 
Vietnam had hurt production. 

Describing how the illegal drugs 
move to markets, the report said 
the smuggler’s methods “are 
limited only by the scope of his 
imagination.” 

It said that the most popular 
method of smuggling opium and 
morphine base from Turkey Into 
Western Europe for manufacture 
into heroin is the use of “speci- 
ally constructed compartments or 
'traps' built into passenger cars, 
commercial tracks and touring 
buses.” 

“Much of the morphine base 
is concealed in trucks carrying 
bonded consignments of legiti- 
mate cargo which has been seal- 
ed with a customs band. These 
sealed trucks, operating under 
international customs arrange- 
ments. will usually be allowed 
to brave] aerate various national 
frontiers with little or no con- 
trols. The great number of such 
trucks traveling into Western 
Europe precludes any systematic 
inspection” it said. 

The smuggling by sea, less 
popular now than several years 
ago, “still accounts for a large 
amount of narcotics entering 
France,” while smuggling by air 


Is “the least favored smuggling 
method," it said. 

“The most common entry points 
for narcotics transported by ships 
are Marseilles, Barcelona, Venice, 
Trieste, Genoa and Naples, and 
to a lesser extent, Bari, Brindisi 
and Piraeus,” it said. 

The greatest change in smug- 
gling patterns, tbe report said, 
is that West Germany has be- 
come “a major opium and mor- 
phine base storage depot and 
staging area.” 

French Mobile Labs 

Once in France, tbe morphine 
base is made into heroin by small, 
mobile laboratories. 

“The French heroin traffic is 
believed to be dominated by a 
few large trafficking groups . . . 
the most common factor in virtu- 
ally every major trafficking group 

over tbe last 20 years is the 

preponderance of French Corsi- 
cans. It is this ethnic group 
above all others that has con- 
trolled the heroin traffic in 
France," the report said. 

The heroin is then smuggled 
into the United States either 
directly from France, often con- 
cealed in cars or unaccompanied 
baggage, or through third coun- 
tries. 

"Since 1969. heroin smuggled 
via the Latin American route has 
accounted for about one-third of 
the seizures.” It said. "Although 
little is known about French- 
La tin American connections, it 
appears that wen-organized 
smuggling rings in Latin Amer- 
ica purchase large quantities of 
heroin from French traffickers 
and then arrange for its trans- 
port and sole to the United 
States. Many of the leaders of 
these Latin American groups are 
ethnic French Corsicans and 
ethnic Italians who have close 
ties with their countrymen in 
Europe.” it said. 

Canada has also become a 
major transit stop for drugs to 
the United States, the report 
said- 

The report listed an appendix 
giving a survey of selected coun- 
tries and areas. These Included: 

Turkey 

Turkey is the largest source 
of the raw material for the 
heroin sold on the American 
market. Turkish opium is pre- 
ferred by heroin traffickers be- 
cause the morphine content is 
one of the highest in tbe world, 
ranging from 9 to 14 percent. 
Because of this, legal prices for 
Turkey's opium exports far sur- 
pass other countries’. The report 
detailed Turkey’s decision to ban 
tbe legal production of opium, 
in the hope that this would also 
mean the end of the illegal pro- 
duction ns well But it said that 
“there will still be a need for 
vigorous law enforcement against 
smugglers if the flow of illegal 
opium is to be slowed after 1972, 
when production is banned. This 
is true because ot the likelihood 
that illegal stocks may be stored 
in Turkey." 

Afghanistan 

Opium production in Afghanis- 
tan is illegal, but about 100 toils 
are produced yearly because the 
royal government “is simply un- 
able to provide adequate enf or ce- 
ment- ’’ The report said that an 
effective enforcement program is 
blocked because in some areas 
opium is the only cash crop, arid 
some tribes, like the Fusbtun, 
“enjoy special privileges, such as 
exemption from taxes and con- 
scription." It said, ‘The king 


regards these tribes as up impor- 
tant pillar and will not wish to 
antagonize them." 

Iran 

Iran is a major customer of il- 
legal Afghanistan opium exports 
for its estimated 400.000 addicts, 
a drop from tbe peak of 1A mil- 
lion prior to a ban cm opium 
instituted in 1955, the report said. 
But even with this total. Iran is 
among the world's leading con- 
sumers of narcotics. By COTpan- 
son, there are estimated to be 
560.000 heroin addicts in the 
United States. 

Burma 

Burma produces some 400 tons 
annually and is t he largest single 
producer for overseas markets. 
The government does not regard 
the matter as serious and refuses 
to participate in tatxrnaticsal 
control bodies. Hie Burmese traf- 
fic is controlled mostly by Chi- 
nese, many of them former mem- 
bers of Nationalist Chinese forces 
that retreated to Burma follcrstog 
the victory of the Communists in 
China. Most of the opiuzn pro- 
duced in northern Burma and 
northwest Thailand Is processed 
in refineries located within ' an 
area of about 650 square miles at 
the junction of the borders of 
Burma, Thailand and Laos. This 
area, the report said, “is the heart 
of the Southeast Asian narcotics 
trade." 

Hons Kong 

The report said that Hong 
Kong is a major ccnrjmer of 
opium and heroin and is also an 
Important processing and transit 
point. 

China 

The report caid that despite 
China's long association with 
opium, there is “no reliable evi- 
dence that China has either en- 
gaged in or sanctioned the illicit 
export of opium and Its derivatives 
nor are there any indications of 
government participating iq the 
opium trade of Southeast' Asia 
and adjacent markets.” 

France 

France was praised far increas- 
ing its attention to the drug prob- 
lem, after long believing that 
publicity would only contribute 
to the spread of drugs. The re- 
port said that although addiction 
is less serious in France than in 
the United States, there has been 
a sharp increase in heroin use. 
But despite the stepped-up en- 
forcement, France was estimated 
by the report to be responsible 
for 80 percent of the American 
heroin. 

West Germany 

Because it has become a way 
station for Turkish morphine 
base, the problem of drugs has 
escalated in West Germany, the 
report said. Much of the smug- 
gling is done by the large 
numbers of Turks and other 
foreign workers in Germany. The 
report said that “enforcement 
efforts have been substantially 
increased but are still hampered 
by Germany's constitutionally 
decentralized police system and 
a need for more specialized train- 
ing in narcotics enforcement 
t e c hni ques.” 

Italy 

Italy also senes as a transit 
country and “some organized 
groups of Mafiosi remain in dose 
liaison with their Corsican coun- 
terparts and the American Mafia 
In the inter n ational traffic in 
heroin," the report said.

Jules Remains, 87, Author, 
Member of French Academy 


PARIS, Aug. 17 <HYT>. — Jules 
Romains, 87. the celebrated 
French man of letters, died in a 
Paris hospital Monday. News of 
his death, after a long and pain- 
ful illness, was withheld until his 
burial today in Pere-Lachaise 
cemetery, the resting place of 
many notable Frenchmen. 

Mr. Roma Ins's chief literary 
creation was “Men of Good Will.’' 
one of the longest, most intricately 
designed and most majestic of 
modern novels. 

Ranking with Balzac’s “Come- 
die Humaine" Zola's Rougon- 
Macquart and Proust’s “A la 
Recherche du Temps Perdu.” “Les 
Hommes de Bonne Volonts” was 
written in 27 sections from 1B31 
to 1946. Its English version was 
published in the United States 
as “Men of Good Will.” and it 
ran to 14 volumes wiih a total 
of 6.400 pages. 

Although “Men of Good Will” 
was undoubtedly his master feat. 
Mr. Romains also enjoyed a con- 
siderable reputation as a play- 
wright. chiefly for his satirical 
comedy “Knock ou Le Tricmphe 
de la Mcdecine.” and for his 
rhapsodic and philosophic poetry. 
His fecundity in these mediums, 
ac, in essays, was amazing. 

Great Regret 

“It Is a source of gTeat regret 
to me,” he said toward the ciosc 
of his life, “that no one lias ever 
valued my poetry higher.” 

His poetry, however graceful, 
wes eclipsed by his jumbo nar- 
rative novel. “The idea of a vast 
novel, composed, of a great num- 
ber of volumes, and in which I 
would try to present a sort of 
epic from the beginning of the 
20th century all over the world, 
and especially in France . . . exist- 
ed lu my mind from eariiesc 
youth, from the very time when 
I began to write,” he once ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Romains sat down to exe- 
cute his grand design when he 
was 45 years old. and into it he 
poured years of close observation 
of the French and European 
fcs nr-. He worked according to a 
plan laid out for monihsand even 
years ahead. And whether lie 
was in Paris, at his country home, 
traveling, or in exile in the United 
States, he turned out a dally 
stint. He considered 30 type- 
written pages In 10 hours an ex- 
cellent output. 

Started at Age 9 

Having started to write at the 
age of 8 fa comedy in verse 
about divorce i and being endow- 
ed with the ability to spin an 
engrossing story easily, be had 
no difficulty in completing two 
unpadded volumes a year. 

Although Mr. Romains was 
elected to the French Academy 
in 1915 and was extolled by An- 
drd Malraux as “part of the 
honor of France." and although 
he was president of FEE. the 
international writers’ organiza- 
tion, from 1936 to 1939. he was 
not personally popular with other 
writers. They found I vim stand- 
offish, cold and unfriendly, a 
man who kept himself to him- 
self. That he was a tightwad 
and that be was wont to brag 
about his accomplishments added 
to the disenchantment in which 
many held him. 

In the United States and 
Mexico, where he lived for much 
of World War H, his hosts and 
friends formed a less harsh im- 
pression. They considered him 
charming '.when he wanted to 
be and a vivacious and witty 
comers.” tJoiiaL'st with a pleasant 
sir.ilc and a boisterous joke to 
recount: but vainglorious when 
it came to hi* writing. How- 
ever. like Toletoy. the faults of 
the man were submerged by his 
power as a writer. 

?£r. Romains was a short, mas- 
sively built man with a high 
forehead, sky-colored, deep-set 
eyes ana a strong chin. His torso 
was too large for his logs, and 
this gave him a startling appear- 
ance. In ills youth, he was an 
athlete and a tireless explorer of 
Paris and the surrounding coun- 
try. For years in his later life, 
he did all the heavy work on his 
farm at Sainl-Averfcln. a village 
near Tours. 

A French critic remarked on 
“the pure objectivity of his writ- 
ing,” and this may have come 
from his years as a teacher of 
philosophy and from the philo- 
sophical strain evident in much 
of his work. Broadly, be aimed 
at universal brotherhood, and 
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specifically at the concept of 

1ipan1mi5 m.'' 

Some of his earliest thinking 
about this idea appeared in 1908 
in a book of poems entitled “La 
Vie Unanime” (“Unanimistic 
Ufe”\ These poems expressed, 
in his words, “a new vision of 
human groups in themselves and 
not, as was most often the case 
before then, of the individual 
elements which compose them.'* 

In its most extended form, this 
philosophy underlies “Men cf 
Good Will.” a sociological pageant 
that resembles nothing so much 
as a mille feudies in its multiple 
layers of incident and meaning. 
On the surface, the novel spans 
25 years of French »and Western 
European! history. It opens on 
an ordinary day in Paris. Oct 6, 
1208, and it concludes on another 
ordinary day there. Oct. 7. 1933. 

Between these dates, the novel 
describes wish clinical exactitude 
the decay and death of a whole 
civilisation— the world that was 
sent reeling by World War I and 
that was creeping to its inelucta- 
ble doom In World War n. tbe 
likelihood of which was already 
foreshadowed in 1933 by the rise 
of Hitlerism. 

In line with Mr. Rom a ins's anti- 
romanticism, “Men of Good Will” 
has neither heroes nor villains in 
the accepted sense. His people 
are shaped by enormously complex 
forces of history, and however 
much they may struggle they are 
In the end powerless to deflect 
those forces. Thus, there is more 
than a touch of irony in its Greek 
sense in the novel’s tide, for 
Mr. Rom sins s men cf good will 
are bound by fate. 

Jules Romains was born Louis 
Farigoule Aug. 26, 1885, at Saint- 
Jailer. Chapteuil. but he passed 
his childhood in Paris, where his 
father was a teacher. A brilliant 
siudent. he was admitted to the 
Ecole Normal® Superieure. where 
he took his degree in philosophy 
and science in 1909. 

It was during this time that 
he published his first verse. "La 
Vie Unanime,” and took his pen 
name. Evidently’ shy. he showed 
the poems by Romains to one of 
his professors for an opinion. 
When approval was forthcoming, 
he proudly announced that he 
was Jules Romains— a name that 
he used for all but his scientific 
writing on extra retinal vision. 
In this, he maintained there Is 
6uch a phenomenon as “eyeless 
sight.” 

From 1909 until shortly after 
the end of World War I, he 
taught philosophy, first In the 
provinces and then in Paris. He 
dropped his university career to 
devote his time to literature and 
to travel. 

Mr. Romains’* reputation as a 
master story-teller was burnished 
by “Les Copains” (Englished p~ 
•■The Boys in the Back Room’’» 
in 1913 and "Sur les Quais de la 
Vihette” (On the Wharves of ‘i 
Villette”! the following year. 

Mr. Remains’s literary fame 
rose to fresh acclaim after the 
war when he published the three- 
volume novel “Bsychi" ("The 
Bodyk Rapture” in English) in 
which he handled sexual themes 
with a truly Gallic percept ivenKS 
and delicacy. 

He then turned his virtucsity to 
the theater, writing “Dr. Knock” 
in 1823. This is considered by 
some experts to be the best 
comedy in French in our time. 
The plcy. which has been stag- 
ed all over the world, is a satire 
on medical quackery and human 
credulity. Dr. Knock’s object in 
life is to put money into his 
purse, and this he succeeds in 
doing handsomely by persuading 
people that they are frightfully 
ill. or about to become eo— a 
state that they also seem to enjoy. 

Two of his books were about 
the United States. “A Visit to 
the Americans” In 1936 and "Sal- 
sette Discovers America” in 
1942. Both reflect his favorable 
impressions of this country, its 
people and their democratic way 
of life. 

Another book. 'The Seven Mys- 
teries of Europe.” appeared in 
1940. and it cast Mr. Romains in 
an ambiguous light, for it relat- 
ed in great detail how he had. 
in the late 1938s. attempted to 
avert World War II as an ama- 
teur ambassador of goodwill. 

What dismayed its readers was 
Mr. Roma ins's account of his vi- 
sits and of advice to King Leo- 
pold of tile Belgians and to Na?i 
bigwigs, including Joachim von 
Ribbentrop and Otto Abetz » later 
ambassador to Vichy France), as 
well as to leaders of the French 
government, including Pierre La- 
val. Mr. Romains wrote himself 
as a male Cassandra, and bis 
self-praise seemed excessive to 
the point of being a delusion of 
grandeur. 

However, much was remitted 
him during his war years in tbe 
United States and Mexico when 
he worked tirelessly for the Free 
French movement and when he 
strove to rally writers to the 
Allied cause by declaring that it

was “time for the pen to fight 
the sword." 

Mr. Romains returned to 
France to live in 1946 and 
divided his time between Paris, 
his farmhouse in To uralne and 
world travel. He also wrote 
poetry, essays, short stories and 
a regular column in tbe Paris 
newspaper L'Aurcre. 

Mr. Romains was married in 
1936 to Lise Dreyfus, his secre- 
tary. The couple had no children.

MOSCOW. Atlg. 17 OTYT).— 
Soviet authorities have instituted 
a new system of heavy exit fees 
ranging from $5,000 to $25,000 far 
educated Jews who want to emi- 
grate to Israel, Jewish sources 
report. 

They said they learned of the 
new measure, replacing the old 
general fees of about 81,000, while 
some Jews were applying for exit 
visas with a branch of the Soviet 
Interior Ministry Tuesday, No 
official confirmation was avail 1 
able. 

Intellectuals have long encoun- 
tered more difficulties in emigrat- 
ing thpn blue-collar or clerical 
workers and tradesmen. But 
Western diplomats said tensions 
between Jews and Soviet author- 
ities over this group of applica- 
tions were evidently sharpening 
because more intellectuals had 
lately been applying for exit visas. 

Western diplomats reported 
that through the first six months 
of this year, about 15,000 soviet 
Jews had been allowed to emi- 
grate, roughly the same number 
as in all 12 months of last year. 

But they said that Gor. Nelson 
Rockefeller had apparently over- 
stated some projections reportedly 
mentioned to President Nixon 
when he met with Soviet leaders 
in May. On the basis of the 
exodus up to that time, the pro- 
jection for this year as a whole 
would have been nearly 30,000, 
these diplomats reported. 

Some Jewish intellectuals are 
now contending, however, that the 
How since mid-year has slowed 
down, reflecting a change in at- 
titude of Soviet authorities. But, 
so far, there is no official con- 
firmation, nor any confirmation 
from diplomat: who fallow such 
affairs closely.

ROME, Aug. 17 (Reuters).— 
Italy's Republican party has 
warned that tbe country’s econ- 
omy cannot afford color television 
at present and has threatened to 
withdraw vital support flrcsn the 
new center coalition government 
If it introduces color broadcasts. 

It also warned the government 
not to opt for the French Seram 
system over the WCBt German Pal 
system. 

In a statement Issued last night, 
Republican leader Ugo La Malta 
warned that his party was “ab- 
solutely opposed to the introduc- 
tion ot color television in our 
country at a moment when there 
are so many more urgent im- 
portant economic a nd social 
problems to resolve... “ 

His ultimatum followed the 
government’s authorization to the 
state television network. RAI, on 
Saturday to go ahead with ex- 
perimental color broadcasts dur- 
ing the Munich Olympic Games 
using both Pal and Secam.

MOSCOW, Aug. 17 (WP) .—A 
new book on Soviet politics and 
society has been drafted here by 
the renowned historian whose 
exhaustive study of Stalinism has 
only recently been published In 
the West. 

The latest book by Roy Med- 
vedev has the tentative title 
“Socialism and Democracy, 1972." 
In contrast with his book on tbe 
Stalinist years. “Let History 
Judge.” It deals with contem- 
porary matters on a broad front. 

A second draft of tbe work is 
circulating in the form of a 
samizdat, or self-published ver- 
sion, among intellectuals. The 
author's scholarly credentials and 
his standing as a former Com- 
munist party member, who still 
writes as a convinced Marrist- 
Leninist. makes it of potentially 
major significance. 

Mr. Medvedev originally sought 
to bring out his massively docu- 
mented tract on the Stalinist 
period fn the Soviet Union but 
authorities here rejected tt. Last 
fall, his apartment was searched 
in connection with the trial of a 
research assistant, and a copy of 
his new work has been hi offi- 
cial 1 lands since about that time, 
sources In Moscow said. 

In his nearly 600-page “Let 
History Judge.” Mr. Medvedev 
painstakingly portrayed the bru- 
tality of the Stalinist regime to 
suggest the extent to which the 
Communist party and the ideals 
of Lenin bad been damaged. The 
clear message was that the Soviet 
Union was still paying a price 
for the mistakes of that time. 

In his new work, Mr. Medvedev 
is said to have extended the scope 
of his analysis to economics, 
social problems, contemporary 
trends In the Communist party 

5 Saved, 28 Missing 
In Burmese Plane Fall 

RANGOON, Aug. 17 CAP).— A 
Burmese airliner with 25 pas- 
sengers and eight crew on board 
plunged into the Bay of Bengal 
shortly after takeotf from Sftndo- 
way last night. 

Five survivors were picked up 
and one reported that others may 
have been thrown into the sea 
as the plane— a Burma Airways 
DC-3 — ditched. 
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and problems of present-day 
democracy under Socialism. The 
work is significant in that it is 
a piece of “inside” political sci- 
ence, rather than an analysis by 
someone outside the Soviet Union. 

The book contains a review of

The book Is bound to be un- 
welcome to Soviet authorities, who 
are continuing their pressure 
against tbe country's small dis- 
sident movement 

Individual expressions such as 
this by men who have been 
members of the Soviet establish- 
ment are a source of particular 
embarrassment. Mr. Medvedev 
has been expelled from the Com- 
munist party and has lost his 
position at a Soviet institute. He 
is the twin of the noted geneticist 
Zbores Medvedev, who once was 
confined in a mental institution 
against his will and who has 
been active in the unofficial Com- 
mittee for Human Rights head- 
ed by Soviet physicist Andrei 
Sakharov. 

Against such men as Mr. 
Sakharov, who enjoy prestige 
both, abroad and In the Soviet 
academic and scientific world. 
Soviet authorities have shown 
themselves reluctant to use direct 
forms of repression. 

At closed special party lectures 
for trusted members of the Soviet 
establishment, however, Mr. 
Sakharov has been described as 
an “eccentric” scientist who, al- 
though not schizophrenic. Is '"not 
all there." 

Authorities have also showed 
themselves adept at playing upon 
divisions within tbe dissident 
movement. Intellectuals say au- 
thorities held off on the recent 
arrest of Pyotr Yakir, a dissident 
and son of a Soviet general, until 
his daring challenges to the 
present system had begun to 
worry even comrades In the move- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 I'Reu- 
tersi.

The nonprofit service, named 
Medical], is operated by the 
American Society of Contempor- 
ary Medicine and Surgery, a 
3,000-member organization led by 
Dr, Michael DeBakey, the Hous- 
ton heart surgeon. 

Medicall began operations a 
month ago and averages six to 
eight calls a day, the society’s 
secretary, Dr. John G. Bellows, a 
Chicago ophthalmologist, report- 
ed in an interview. 

A similar statewide service 
started three years ago by the 
University of Alabama handles 
about 1,000 calls a month, and Dr. 
Bellows said he expects Medical] 
will grow accordingly. 

Medicall has about 200 special- 
ise available 24 hours a day 
throughout toe country to an- 
swer queries immediately from 
puzzled physicians. 

Through a special telephone ar- 
rangement. the Medicall office m 
Chicago connects the inquiring 
doctor with a specialist who 
might answer his question. 

Such telephonic connections 
have required on average just 
over a minute. Dr, Bellows s*id 

Medicall is aimed, he said, at 
“the poor guy out in Nevada Who 
may be the only doctor for 100 
miles or so.” 

A doctor in such circumstances 
“is really in a bind” because it is 
difficult for him to leave his 
patients to attend lectures and 
meetings to update his mpdinri 
knowledge. Dr. Bellows said. 

He aded that the doctor learns 
more from exchanging ideas with 
a specialist than he would from 
consulting a textbook which 
might be outdated. 

"The average doctor is practic- 
ing obsolescent medicine,” Dr. 
Bellows said, noting that because 
of toe fast pace of medical 
developments, what a doctor 
learns in school is outmoded five 
to seven years later. 

The specialist-by-phone service 


. The cost to the inquiring doctor 
is $15. most of which goes to Uie 
specialist after a small deduction 
lor Medicall overhead. This cost 
is passed on to the patient. 

This compares to a fee of $100 
to $200 which a patient might 
have to pay if the specialists were 
called to his bedside far con- 
sultation.

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Violence in the Air 


It Is one of the well-expounded ironies of 
history that the Wright Brothers. In freeing 
man from the earth by powered flight, also 
yastly expanded his ability to harm nim- 
*elf. From the Taube of 1914 to the B-52 of 
{L972, the airplane has been a weapon of 
war. Increasingly now. It is becoming ft 
vehicle of crime— ranging from hijackings 
■for loot to (in Argentina) a jail-break and, 
to. Morocco, the attempted assassination of 
King Hass an. 

To be sure, much of this crime is asso- 
ciated with civil war. When a million In 
ransom was exacted for the American plane 
recently flown to Algiers, the money was 
claimed by the Black Panthers as munitions 
for their revolution. The opening of the Jail 
In Rawson. Argentina, and the subsequent 
hijacked flight to Chile, was the work of 
revolutionaries: so presumably was the at- 
tack on King Hassan's Boeing-727 and the 
■traflng of the people at the airport. 

This confusion between the peaceful pur- 
poses of man's implements and his abuse 
of them Is as old as the first tool: The 
chipped rock that might get man his food or 
chop down a sapling for shelter could kill 
one of his fellows. The horse— friend and 
servant of man from early days — could 
carry him Into battle. The wheel, that mag- 
nificent Invention, enabled chariots to 
eharge, as well as carts to carry grain and 
Ynnic to grind it. The Congreve rocket 
lighted up Fort McHenry under siege, as 
rockets might signal a ship in distress — and 


to press on further, to blast London with 
V-2s as well as land men on the moon. 

Bat it Is not practical to allow this con- 
fusion to dominate the law, metropolitan or 
international. When opponents of gun con- 
trol In the Senate or elsewhere argue that 
1 * is men who kill men, not guns; when those 
who fight against strict international rules 
on hijacking point out that this crime can 
be committed for high motives as well as 
low. they evade the central issue that men 
use guns to kill, and that hijackers disrupt 
innocent traffic and endanger Innocent lives. 
War is hell, to use a cliche that each genera- 
tion apparently must learn anew, and aerial 
bombing has made it more hellish. There 
are moments to the life of every people 
when only civil war seems able to confront 
oppression. 

Nevertheless, the whole history of human 
society has been an effort to regulate, if 
not, unfortunately, to abolish killing. And 
since killing by the rules is better than 
killing without any rules at all, the new 
threat posed to the comity of nations by 
unregulated use of the plane as a weapon 
needs more thought and swifter act ion t han 
the nations have given it. The attempt on 
ww Hassan's life seems relatively free from 
International complications (although both 
his passenger jet and the military craft 
which attacked it came from American 
factories), but that is unusual In crime in 
the air. Whatever the excuse — and there are 
all sorts of excuses for all sorts of offenses 
—air piracy is just that: The pirate is, In 
the old definition, the enemy of mankind. 


Ripe for Imagination 


Israel has now sent out a signal of 
recognizing the diminution of military 
danger in the Middle East, following the 
expulsion of Soviet advisers from Egypt 
Defense Minister Dayan suggests that Israel 
Es ready to act, not just talk, on the as- 
sumption that things are no longer what 
they used to be between Israel and Its Arab 
neighbors. As such, his remarts in an Israel 
Radio interview seem a positive advance 
over Premier MelTs tentative assessment 
last month. 

When Mrs. Meir spoke, Israel’s intelligence 
tibiefs were not certain how extensive the 
Soviet pullout would be, and the govern- 
ment chose to play safe In relying on their 
most cautious estimates. By now, Israel’s 
leaders are reportedly satisfied that the 
Soviet withdrawal is Indeed wide-ranging. Of 
more than 16,000 Soviet military men in 
Egypt a month ago, no more than 3,000 
are still there, and the exodua is con- 
tinuing. 

The practical military Impact of Mr, 
Dayan’s announced decisions Is not clear. 
He did not define the "redeployment" of his 
forces along the Sue® Canal front, and the 
reduced level of routine reserve call-ups 
seems to have been in the works anyway. 
Nevertheless, symbolically, both Egypt and 
Israel appear to have reduced their con- 
centration on the military options. The 
question now Is whether either side will 
move to open any serious new political or 
diplomatic options. 

Mr. Dayan reiterated Israel’s beller, shar- 
ed by Secretary of State Rogers and United 
States diplomats, that a limited interim 
agreement along the Suez Canal cease-fire 


line Is the most promising avenue of ap- 
proach right now. This Is not a rigid plan. 
There Is room for maneuver to overcome 
President Sadat’s fear that a limited ar- 
rangement would freeze into a long-term 
truce, with Israel still in control of a large 
part of the Sinai Peninsula. 

One of the superfluous complications in 
the current search for political options Is 
the American election campaign. Mr. Sadat 
might well believe— certainly the Israelis are 
fearful of it— that after the votes are 
counted, any American administration would 
be ready to exert more pressure on Israel 
for political concessions than is passible 
during the campaign. On this reasoning, 
Cairo’s continuing rebuffs to U.S. offers to 
act as go-between can be taken as Short- 
term posturing, a delaying action until the 
more favorable postelection season. 

The tragedy would be to waste the political 
momentum generated by the sudden jolt to 
the military deadlock. A useful service would 
be rendered if peacemakers from the United 
States or the United Nations utilized this 
opportunity to compose a variety of specific 
procedural options toward achieving a Suez 
Canal arrangement or even a mere elusive 
c om prehensive settlement. The aim would 
be to give the parties a tempting array of 
negotiating channels, direct and indirect, 
secret and public, through which they could 
fashion their own agreements. 

After two years of deadlock, the Middle 
East Is ripe for new effort and new imagina- 
tion this autumn. Without a fresh approach, 
even the lower military tensions will not 
jog the parties loose from the sterile 
rigidities of their past.

Predictably, the ensuing political storm has 
all but obliterated the correctness of what

The mass suffering caused to 
civilians on both sides of the DMZ by in- 
discriminate American air bombing justifies 
the anguish he voiced. And it is unrealistic 
to deny that ending the war represents the 
surest way to free American prisoners of 
war. The sad part is not that Mr. Clark is 
speaking out in protest now, but that he, 
like others who served to the Johnson 
cabinet, remained silent through all the 
years of escalation to Vietnam.

Shriver has nob yet made his 
mark, but an energetic, i n te l li g ent 
rttiI compassionate man, he is In 
some respects the best endowed 
of any of the Kennedy clan for 
the highest office to the United 
States, even though be has yet 
to persuade the public. He is 
running as No. 2 this time on 
a ticket hampered by some 
strange concepts of how diplo- 
matic and defense policy sh ou ld 
be elaborated, but he now has a 
chance for widespread exposure. 

Shriver’s eventual prospects 
are, however, of less present im- 
portance than the immediate 
prospects of Nixon, and most 
Americans would be astonished 
at the alarm occasioned in a 
broad spectrum of opinion over- 
seas at uw long-shot chan c e that 
George McGovern might win the 
November vote and proceed to 
honor some of the promises he 
has made. 

This opinion is by no means 
limited to right-wing govern- 
ments, as in Spain or Greece, or 
to Asian states with which we 
are linked, such as South Viet- 


nam or Thailand. It Is fervently 
held in NATO; it is a matter of 
utmost concern in Israel; and it 
is endorsed In many left-wing 
circles which fear that the global 
power balance might be disas- 
trously tilted should anything ap- 
proaching McGovern's, foreign 
m d defense pledges become the 
basis for American policy.

Trying to Measure Psychic Energy

L OS ANGELES.-— Russian scien- 
tists claim to. have recorded 
evidence of a strange energy force 
existing' betwHsr" a. mother'. and 
her ^offspring. 

At the University of California 
at Los Angeles, Neuropsyctua'cric 
Institute researchers have taken 
scores of photographs of myste- 
rious coronas- that seem to ebb 
and How around a faith healer's 
fingertips. . 

A Stanford University scientist 
Speaks of “a new type of energy 
that, could not be - detected be- 
fore." ■ • 

Psychic surgery— surgery with- 
out benefit of scalpel or anesthe- 
sia or trace of a scar — may not 
be fakgry, some serious - minded 
people believe. 

Dr. Thelma Moss, a psycholo- 
gist, and Dr. Marshall Barshay, 
kidney specialist, both from Los 
Angeles, are studying the reput- 
ed powers of persons who claim 
to cure illness by “laying on of 
hands." 

Healing powers, according to 
many practitioners, are due to an 
electrical force within the healer's 
body which can be transmitted to 
the 'ill person. 

' “Energy Forces’ 

Health, according to these 
views, exists- when "energy forces" 
existing within every individual- 
achieve a proper balance. Illness 
is a -disruption of these forces. 

Healing, achieves its purpose 
when the -balance of forces, in 
the ' patient is restored by the 
healer’s: reservoir of electrical en- 
ergy— something like, recharging 
a dead battery, the thinking goes. 

Dr. Moss, an authority on psy- 
chic (PSD phenomena, last year 
visited the laboratory of Dr. V. I. 
Tayushin'' at the University of 
Kazakh in the Soviet Union. 

Dr. Inyushln is. one of the -pio- 
neers in a technique called Kir- 
Han photography. No camera or 
lens is used. Instead .the objeet 
to be photographed Is placed on 
a piece of film and the film Is ex- 
posed by a pulsed, electoral dis- 
charge passed through the object. 

The resulting photographs are 
sometimes sh akin g. 

Most objects, even inanimate 
ones, display a brightly colored 
corona around their edges, In- 
ternal- patterns are sometimes 
visible, especially in leaves. Each 
species ot leaf appears'to have its 
characteristic pattern, according 
to Dr. Moss and Ken Johnson, a 
colleague 1 . 

One series of three photos hhews 
[■ a leaf that ha»- been freshly 
plucked, the same leaf after a 
hole has been punched .In it and 
the leaf a few minutes after a 
psychic healer has passed his 
hand over the punched hole. 

[. white the second photo in the 
series plainly shows a gaping 
black hole, the hole appears to 
have undergone changes following 
the ministrations of the he fl ^ er - 
Dr, MTV fc has shown special In- 
terest in photographing the finger 
pads-, of-' healers. While Kirlian 
photos of the finger pads of most 
people display a ‘ corona, the co- 
ronas of ' some healers appear 
to -be extra wide. 

After V healing session, how- 
ever. Dr. Moss says the healer’s 
( : coronas are significantly narrow- 


er, while those of the patient be- 
come appreciably larger. 

Some Russian researchers, who 
American experts say are more 
advanced in PSI research, call 
the coronas "bioplasma" and be- 
lieve it to be the energy force 
which makes possible extrasensory 
perception and psychokinesis, the 
ability to move an object by will- 
ing it to move. 

The Russians also believe bio- 
plasma is related to the points 
scattered throughout the body at 
which acupuncture needles are 
inserted According to this view 
the benefits of acupuncture result 
from bioplasma electrical fields. 
This is in contrast with the Amer- 
ican explanation which Involves 
the nervous system and conven- 
tional concepts of nerve trans- 
mission. 

Dr. William A. Tiller, c b nU rmaTi 
or the department of material 
science at Stanford, told a recent 
meeting of parapsychologists at 
Palo Alto. Calif., about recede 
Russian efforts to measure “psy- 
chic energy."' 

In one experiment the Russians 
showed there are paths on the 
surface of the body along which 
electrical resistance is lower than 
for adjacent areas. These paths, 
which Dr. Tiller said correspond 
to what the Chinese call merid- 
ians. connect points in the body 
which are the same as the acu- 
puncture points where needles are 
placed to treat illnesses. 

In another Russian study, new- 
born rabbi ta were taken under 
the sea In a submarine while the 
mother was left ashore hooked 
to an electroencephalograph. 

As the young rabbits were kill- 
ed one by one there was a charac- 
teristic response in the mother's 
bram waves. Dr. Tiller said- This, 
be said, indicates rot only that 
there is some kind of a link be- 
tween mother and offspring but 


that it is through an energy sys- 
tem other than the one represent- 
ed by the electromagnetic spec- 
trum used by conventional com- 
munication systems. 

Several years ago it became ap- 
parent that many of the so-called 
involuntary functions of the body 
—heart rate, blood pressure and 
brainwave frequency, for example 
—could be controlled voluntarily. 

Although yogis have been ma- 
nipulating internal states for cen- 
turies. it was not until scientists 
began applying that engineering 
principle of feedback to the hu- 
man system that the potential of 
binfeedback for health purposes 
became apparent. 

Biofeedback involves using in- 
struments to measure and present 
to the person some physiological 
process of which be normally is 
unaware. Two examples are mus- 
cle tension and brainwaves. 

Watching Tension 

Suppose a person wishes to re- 
duce his tensions because of a 
related high blood pressure or 
migraine headache problem. Sit- 
ting quietly in a room relaxing 
while attached to an instrument 
that measures muscle tension, 
the person can literally see his 
tension diminish. . 

By receiving instant visual feed- 
back 'the person can learn what 
state ot mind or body position 
or other behavior best produces 
tbe desired result. 

Already scores of scientists en- 
gaged in bioteedback research 
have shown its potential for regu- 
lating erratic heart rhythms, low- 
ering blood pressure and prevent- 
ing migraines. Others are check- 
ing whether it can be used to 
control pain, teach military sub- 
jects to remain alert while watch- 
ing radar screens and central the 
flow of stomach acid in ulcer 
patients.

Publishers to Issue Version 
Of ‘Lady Chatterley’s Lover’ 


jyEW YORK INYT). — An ear- 

1 Her and substantially differ- 
rent version of D. H. Lawrence's 
controversial novel “Lady Chat- 
ter-ley's Lover” will be published 
for the first time in England and 
'the United States later this 
month, 45 years after it was 
written. 

To be entitled “John Thomas 
and Lady Jane," it has been pre- 
pared ior publication by Roland 
Gram, editorial director of Wil- 
liam' Hemtanann, Ltd, the Lon- 
don publisher who will issue the 
book on Aug. 29. An American 
edition will be published simul- 
taneously by the Viking Press. 

Malcolm Cowley, the American 
critic wfio has seen the manu- 
script, indicated that he prefer- 
red it over the final version. “It 
Pas a great deal more material 
of social interest, more class 
feeling, and I think in some ways 
I like it better," he said in an 
interview. But other experts 
still prefer- "Lady. Chatterley's 
Lover." 

"John Thomas and Lady 


Jane." which actually Is the sec- 
cond draft oi the novel, was 
completed in the summer of 
1927. Six months later. Law- 
rence reworked it Into what is 
known as "Lady Chatterley's 
Lover.'* changing some of its 
characters and writing a com- 
pletely different ending. The 
first draft had been completed 
in February, 1927. 

Publication of "John Thomas," 
in effect, completes one of the 
most turbulent episodes In pub- 
lishing history. Publication of 
“Lady Chatterley's Lover’* was 
marked by fierce debates over 
the novel's explicit descriptions 
of sex. widespread piracy, and a 
series oi court battles over its 
erotic content 

The first ul expurgated edition 
of “Lady Chatterley's Lover" 
was published in America by 
Grove Press in 1939 but the gov- 
ernment moved to bar it from 
the. mails as "obscene” and "a 
filthy work .' 1 The order was 
overturned in what the literary 
community hailed as u landmark 
decision against literary censor- 
ship.

A f Belle Helene 5 for Actors

1>ERLnf <IHT>. — Eight years 
^ ago, on the 100 th anniversary 
of the world premiere of Jacques 
Offenbach's smash-hit operetta 
"La Belle Helene,' 1 two bright 
young men in East Berlin 
marked tbe occasion in an un- 
orthodox way. Peter Hacks. Pb D. 
born in West Germany and who 
bad shown the unusual courage 
ot his political convictions by 
moving to East Berlin, took the 
original Mellhac-Halevy libretto 
or "La Belle Helene" and adapted 
it into what he termed “an 
operetta for actors" Bcuno Bes- 
son. who in Zurich had fallen 
under the spell of Bertolt Brecht 
during his way-stop between the 
House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities and the Berliner 
Ensemble and who then had fol- 
lowed hla mentor to East Berlin, 
staged it in tbe Kammerfpicle. a 
miniature jewel of a theater. 
Public and critical acclaim 
turned "Die SchBne Helena" into 
such a hit that it remained for 
Years in the repertory there. 

Now Besson has given the 
Hacks script a completely new 
production in a considerably 
larger house, the Volksbiihne, 
where Besson today serves as 
artietic director. His productions 
during the past lew years, in 


particular his now legendary 
staging of Yevgeni Schwarz's al- 
legorical satire "The Dragon." 
have established him as East 
Berlin s most richly gifted stage 
director working In the dramatic 
theater. Next time you hear 
anyone trot out that hoary 
caiumny that the Swiss have no 
sense of humor, refer the black- 
guard to Benno Besson. 

Scouts Erom West 
, East Berlin theatrical produc- 
tions, especially those with a 
satirical bent, invariably attract 
eager scouts from West Berlin 
who go over, ears pricked and 
pads surreptitiously in hand, ex- 
pressly to record what they re- 
gard as significant doi’ble 
entendres and how the East Ber- 
lin audience reacted to them. 
Allow me to list three examples 
cited from “Die Sckone Helena'': 

Agamemnon complains that his 
country has a lack of men of 
esprit: other countries, he says, 
do have them. and. after all. one 
needs such people every lew years 
or so. Someone remarks how 
easy it is to give a text meaning— 
if one changes it. The blind old 
bard Homer, hurt by hla high- 
handed reception by tbe great, 
muses, "Tbe way they treat 
me ... I shall hare to praise them 
more." At the Volksbiihne In East 


Berlin such bans mots do get 
laughs of recognition, even ap- 
plause. but the reader can 
himself decide as to just how 
much that fact signifies. 

The EfOtik’ 

What Germans call die Erotik 
figures in this production to an 
extent unusual for the sexually 
rather prim German Democratic 
Republic. Whenever Paris and 
Helena even sec each other, a 
sort of ecstatic paroxysm con- 
torts their bodies into a momen- 
tary rigor. The wall of Helena's 
bedchamber displays a portrait of 
her parents, Leda and the swan, 
engrossed m an activity one 
encounters only exceptionally to 
the portraits of more orthodox 
families.

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Concert Series in a Reclaimed Ghost Town

ENNIS A. Italy iIHTi. — On 
^ many walls ta Tuscan cities 
recently a black-and-white poster 
has been attracting attention. It 
shows a medieval square, obvious- 
ly the heart of an ancient castle- 
village. and bears the legend: 
“Cennina da salvare” iCennina 
must be saved'. Very few peo- 
ple. even dyed-in-the-wool Tus- 
cans. were aware that a place 
rail Cennina existed, still less 
that it has to be saved. 

It does esust: a tiny cluster of 
houses, with the impressive ruins 
of the castle, on top of a high 
hill in the lovely valley of the 
Ambra. between Florence and 
Arezzo, a green and wooded sec- 
tion of the province that is off 
the main reads and generally 
neglected by tourists. But a few 
years ago, an enterprising Italian 
artist, Osraldo R'.ghi, came upon 
Cennina (he discovered it on 
foot, because there was no rond 
up to the castle then', and decid- 
ed to bring the ghost town back 
to Jife. Single-handed, he has 
forced the local authorities to 
build a road, he has prised 
money loose from the govern- 
ment for the restoration of the 
castle, he has brought friends 
to live ta the once-abandoucd 
bouses, and has created a kind 
of cottage-industry and arts cen- 


ter. which produces very hand- 
some ceramics. 

This summer's program at 
Cennina— publicized by the strik- 
ing poster — includes a summer- 
long one-man show of tbe painter 
Gianni Fanelio. and an intel- 
ligent series of concerts. ' A 
typical one. last weekend, was 
devoted to works for string 
orchestra.

The GNF— the market value 
ot all the goods and services 
produced— la the most compre- 
hensive indicator of the state of 
the , economy. The administra- 
tion* goal, set last January, was 
a reel growth rate of 6 percent 
and an inflation factor of about 
jSJS percent.

The real growth rate was 63 
percent In the first quarter, and 
the rate of inflation, 5.1 percent.

GM Reduces 
Price Request 
For ’73 Autos 

Chrysler, AMC Hold 
To Original Schedule 

from Wire Dispatches. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.— 
General Motors yielding to White 
House pressure, said today that 
it was trimming its proposed $90 
increase in the price of 1973 
model passenger cars to $59. 

The other three domestic car 
ma nuf acturers, American Mo- 
tors, Chrysler and Ford, were ex- 
pected to wflfcp similar reduc- 
tions. Because General Motors 
has more than hnr the domestic 
car market, the other companies 
have found it difficult to resist 
GM"s leadership in pricing. 

The GM concession vr&s com- 
municated to the White House 
in a letter from Richard C. Gers- 
tenberg, chairman, to Donald 
Rumsfeld, director of the Cost of 
Living Council. 

Although GM gave the admin- 
istration a measure of victory in 
its campaign to hold the price 
line on new cars, Mr. Gexstenberg 
hinted that the corporation would 
apply to the Price Commission 
for additional increases before the 
end of the year. 

Chrysler, in a telegram to Mr. 
Rumsfeld, reiterated a position it 
took yesterday in a public state- 
ment — that it would not volun- 
tarily reduce Its proposed $91 price 
rise, to which It said it was en- 
titled because of Increased costs. 

American Motors sent Mr. 
Rumsfeld a simiinr message. 

Including Ford, which has 
sought and received a delay in 
responding to the request, the 
companies have proposed boosts 
on their fall models to account 
for the increased costs of feder- 
ally mandated anti pollution and 
safety devices. In addition, AMC 
requested another boost to cover 
other cost increases. 

AMC indicated it would be will- 
ing to push off the additional 
increase request, but said it need- 
ed to pass through to consumers 
the cost of the safety and pol- 
lution devices. . 

GM also said there was a 
"serious question of principle" In- 
volved in the request that It with- 
draw its price increase. 

“We believe the workings of 
our economy are endangered when 
one agency of government can 
establish standards that a manu- 
facturer's product must meet, and 
anothe r agency should seek to 
prevent the same manufacturer 
from having at least an oppor- 
tunity to recover the costs of 
such mandated equipment In the 
marketplace under competitive 
conditions.

Phillips Tests North Sea Oil Well 

Phillips petroleum, operator for a multi-com- 
pany group, says Initial tests of the Eldilsk oil 
field in the Norwegian sector of the North Sea 
indicate that wells an the structure will each be 
capable of producing at a rate of about 10,000 
barrels a day after permanent, producing facu- 
lties are installed. Current plans call for drift- 
ing a third weft. The Eldf isk structure fa 11 miles 
south of the Ekoffak field where the Phillips group 
now is jngLw.vU'ng permanent drifting and produc- 
tion equipment. It fa planned that the Eldlfak, 
when developed, will be tied into a production 
system at Ekofisk, which fa currently producing 
fa excess of 40,000 barrels of oft a day from tour 
wells. The Phillips Norway North Sea group con- 
sists of Phillips, which holds 37 percent, Petroftna 
with 30- percent, petronord with 20 percent and 
AGIP with 13 percent. 

Lou>Rust Stainless Steel Developed 

Two Japanese metallurgists claim to have devel- 
oped a stainless steel product which rusts less, 
caste less and can be used for a range of Items 
from household sinks to nuclear power equip- 
ment. Tohei Otoya and Saburo Shimodairn, 
professors at the metals research laboratory of 
Tohoku University, said the product consists of 
30 percent Chrome, compared with 13 to 26 per- 


cent used now, and also has an iron alloy which 
contains molybdenum. They- say the product will 
cost less because it will not be necessary to build 
complex production facilities. They declined to 
give additional details, adding only that Showa 
Denko, an aluminum and ch emicals manufacturer, 
would manufacture the product, which will be 
patented in Japan, the U.S. and West Germany. 

Texaco , Stoned Find Oil in Nigeria 

Two oil discoveries have been made on jointly 
held acreage offshore Nigeria by subsidiaries of 
Texaco and Standard Oil Co. of California. One 
well tested a total of 5380 barrels a day from the 
two zones.

A spokesman for the French

He said that while the bank _ 
has few private clients, mostly 
state-owned institutions, their 
orders made a significant impact 
today because of “bunching" 
after the holidays Monday and 
Tuesday.

As the diagramed deal demon - 
atrates, the right strategy for a 
declarer in three no-trump vrho 
Is a trick or two short of his 
contract may be to lead the 
opponents’ suit back at them, 
hoping that one defender will 
cash tricks and thereby embarrass 
hts partner. 

North and South were using 
the Roth Club, in which one 
diamond is a positive response 
to the strong one club rather 
than a negative. One no-trump 
showed some modest values short 
of a positive response, and Sooth 
persevered to game when North 
raised. 

A passive lead would have been 
best for the defense. A spade 
lead would have established that 
suit for the defense without 
giving anything away. A diamond 
lead would also have been un- 
helpful to the declarer, and in 
either case South would proba- 
bly have finished down 
two. Even after the normal 
attacking heart lead, which gives 
South an eighth trick, it might 
seem that eight tricks would be 
the limit.

South ducked the spade shift, 
and East wan with the queen 
and returned the four to the ace 
in dummy. The declarer took 
four diamond tricks, and. East 
could not guard both black suits 
effectively. 

Oddly enough, there was no 
defense once West cashed his 
third heart. The defe nse could 
have survived if West'had shifted

Nailed on Munich Track 

U.S. Olympic Training 
For Sprinters Is Spiked 

By Bernard Kirsch 


MUNICH, Aug. 17 LlHTJ. — At 
one time, to order to beat UjS. 
sprinters, it was best to nail their 
spikes Into the track. A hammer 
blow in that direction was struck 
today. 

No one Is sure what— if scy- 
thing— and who can Stop the U-S. 
domination of the shorter races. 
Magazines and newspapers, pre- 
viewing the Olympics, have cited 
a lade of international competi- 
tion, said to hurt the Americans, 
but it won’t hurt as much as step- 
ping os a nail, an army of which 
raised their dull heads above the 
artificial track where the UJS. 
team was training today. 

Each of the Olympic squads, 
preparing here for the Games 
which open Aug. 26. has been 
given an area lor training, and 
when the Americans arrived at 
the Foststadion. outside the 
Olympic grounds, coach Stan 
Wright was told to keep his 
speedsters off the nail-covered 
track and on the grass. Workers 
were drawing white lines for some 
future, unimportant event. What 
could come ahead of training for 
Olympic heights? 

A Surrey Made 

After taking a surrey of a 
fairly nail! ess. and workerless 
area or the track, 200-meter man 
lorry Black and a teammate set 
down a starting block, and 
planned to work on relaxing in 
the get-set position while waiting 
for the long Olympic countdown 
to “Go.” It meant running about 
five yards, and the exercise lasted 
only about 50 seconds when a 
group of men veering powder- 
blue jackets and white pants, the 
official Olympic uniform, roared 
on to the track and began to 
discuss— right in back of the 
starting blocks— what to do with 
these people disobeying orders. 

“Hey come on, tell them to 
keep quiet.” said an American. 
“We can't give the starting 
orders.” 

“How do you say keep down 
to German.” said another. 

"Try shush,” he was answered. 

But the men from the Olympic 
organizing committee had the 
next word, and unpolitlcally asked 
all to leave because there was 
work to be done. Wright politi- 
cally said Ills boys were finished 
using the track and didn't need 
It, and anyway, the serious prac- 
tice doesn't start until next week, 
and so ended the episode, with 
everyone apologizing to the Amer- 
ican for the uproar caused by 
one man. 

Chapter Two to the drama of 
0B. success opens Aug. 31, when 
the track competition opens— in- 
cluding the fizzt heats of the 100 
—and Eddy Hart starts running 
after the title of “fastest man in 
the world.” It is a title that the 
United States has lost four times 
to the 16 100-meter finals run in 
the Olympics.

IOC Firm as Two More 
Nations Quit Olympics 

From WIrs Dlsjuilehcs. 

MUNICH. Aug. 17,— Amid continuing defections from the 
Olympic Games by African nations protesting the presence 
of a Rhodesian team, the International Olympic Committee 
and the West German organisers of the Games stood firm 
today to their resolve to retain the Rhodesian contingent for 
the competition 

Willi Da time, president of the orga n is in g committee and 
head of the West German Olympic Committee, said today 
“he had no reason” to believe the IOC would bow to pres- 
sure by the nations threatening the boycott Yesterday. IOC 
president Avery Brundage reaffirmed that the IOC would not 
recant on its promise to let Rhodesia compete under its old 
nam e Dr Southern Rhodesia, when it was a British colony. 

Mali and Upper Volta said they would withdraw from 
the Games. In an announcement today at Ouagadougou, 
Upper Volta, Foreign Minister Joseph Conombo expressed 
Upper Volta's support for the “Rhodesian people” in their 
“smuggle against the regime of [Prime Minister] Ian Smith” 
and said it would not participate If the Rhodesians compete. 

In another move, at Islamabad, a government statement 
said Pakistan is reviewing Its decision to participate in the 
Olympics. The statement said Pakistan "has always opposed 
the racial policies of Rhodesia which are abhorrent to the 
human conscience.” 

The other nations which have mode government announce- 
ments that they would withdraw are Kenya, the Sudan, 
Ethiopia, Zambia. Uganda, Liberia. Sierra Leone. Tanzania and 
Ghana. Egypt announced its decision had not been reached.

\T “piease anile when you say 'cheese’ 
around here," said JJF.A. G aster cheerfully 
In the city’s brish market square the other 
morning — a morning of brilliant If un- 
typical Dutch sunshine. 

“Because as everybody knows this side of 
China. Gouda lives by her cheese," he said. 
“Cheese Is to Gouda what Burgundy is to 
Burgundy. It Identifies us abroad, and it 
keeps the money rolling In," 

So it follows that cheese, the true and 
authentic Gouda, will be star of the show 
when the main events of the town's 700th 
anivers&ry program are launched Satur- 
day. The kickoff will be the "Marriage of 
Cheese and Wine.'’ 

Population 47,000 

The marriage is scheduled for Saturday 
in Gouda's market square, the largest In 
Holland, surrounding the lovely Gothic 
town hah, just beyond the shadow of 16th- 
century St. John's Church (where Shake- 
speare is buried, according to- Gouda lore). 
This is the square, too. of the farmers’ 
cheese market, each Thursday morning 
from May through September, when the 
dealers haggle with the farmers over moun- 
tains of boerenkaas, the true country prod- 
uct. the McCoy of Gouda. 

The town has the easy tranquillity of a 
flowering backwater, out of the world's 
turbulent mainstream— there’s a calm order 


about the willows and the chestnuts, a 
thoughtful arrangement of r ^naic 
broad avenues. Though the papulation 
this year is pushing 47,000, all bearing tip 
under the customary summer horde of 
visitors, people stm find time to relax to 
the music of the hurdy-gurdy, and drink a 
small Dutch gin on a flower-lffled terrace, 
and maybe puff a clay pipeful. 

How old is Gouda? Nobody knows. But 
it’s clear in the record that 700 years ago 
this year, which is to say in 1272 (the year 
Marco Polo arrived in China), the village 
of Gouda was chartered as a free city, and 
that’s what the celebration is all about. 

"So there will be wine, women and cheese 
galore this coming weekend,” said Mr. 
Gaster. who heads op the Vereniging Voor 
Vreemdetingenrerkeer, meaning Tourist 
Information Office, which helps out people 
who don’t speak Dutch. The wine will 
come from France, the women will blossom 
in costumes of the romantic past, or|rf the 
cheese will flow, if you’ll permit the Image, 
like water. The big week of festivities, the 
prime time, wUl close with banners and 
floodlights around midnight of Aug. 26- 
eight days of junkets and excursions, 
parades and concerts, art exhibits and spe- 
cial markets — antiques, handicrafts, church- 
wardens' pipes, wooden shoes, and cheese 
with practically everything. 

On the morning of Aug. 19 the town 
council will convene in costumes of 700 
years ago to hear the mayor pronounce a 
few well-chosen words to launch the mer- 


riment Representatives of 10 Preach wins 
confraternities will have arrived from Bor- 
deaux to solemnize, on that same day, the 
aforesaid “Marriage of Cheese and Wine.* 
They'D, lug along with them. 600 bottles of

‘Farmers’ Cheese 

What is this true cheese of Gouda? Well, 
It’s sot ownpBcated. The true Gouda is 
the only Gouda. The boerenkaas, literally 
“fanners* cheese," is produced exclusively 
at one of the 1^00 registered cheese 
in the Gouda region. Nowhere else. Gouda- 
type fakes are manufactured elsewhere la 
the world, of course, in France, in Belgium, 
and perhaps Wisconsin. Imitation Is the 
best, form of flattery, but the veritable 
Gouda, handmade by farmers* wives 
fanners’ daughters, bears an official 
stamp, or cheese-mark, reading Boerenkaas. 

On Aug. 36, nearly the whole town win 
unite to play at theater. Same 600 Gouda 
.people will don costumes for an. afternoon’s 
procession portraying great events of the 
.town's history, beginning with the Charter 
of 1272 and extending to 1816. when Prince 
William returned from England following 
the defeat of Napoleon. There will be a 
prolusion of shining swords, feathered hats, 
and sore feet to close Gouda’s commemora- 
tion.

"The guard on duty was 75 
years old,” the jailer explained. 

"The prisoner that escaped had 
six more months to serve. The 
mayor made an exception be- 
cause the guard was about to 
retire. He didn't have to serve 
the six months. It was just as 
welL The old guard would have 


died in jail. He dropped dead 
a few days after he retired.” 

If more than one prisoner es- 
capes. the guard on duty baa 
to serve the combined terms of 
all the jailbreakers. 

Most prisoners in the Alamos 
Jail are in for minor offenses. 
Sentences for serious crimes gen- 
erally are served at the Sonora 
State Prison at HermoslUo. 

One unfortunate guard hired 
by Mr. Esquer, however, spent 
eight years behind bars. He 
served out the remainder of a 
murder sentence when the mur- 
derer fled. 

The Alamos jail currently has 
26 prisoners. There is room for 
100 . 

*T know them all personally.” 
the jailer said. “This is a small 
town. Everybody knows every- 
body." 

There are four guards. Each 
guard works two hours, then has 
six hours off. Two of the guards 
are prisoners. 

The two prisoner guards re- 


ceive 16 pesos ($L28) a day for 
doubling as guards. 

The other two guards receive 
37-50 pesos ($3) a day pins living 
quarters lor their families in two 
thatched houses behind the jail. 

Both prisoner guards are in 
jail for the same offense— stab- 
bing another man in a barroom 
fight. 

It was the same fight. ■ 

The jail is an old Spanish fort 
built in 1720. It became a jail 
in 1888. 

Since everybody knows every- 
body, the Alamos jail is informal, 
as jails go. Wives and girl 
friends can spend the night in- 
side the cell with prisoners. 

Most jail breaks have been 
through the roof. Each cell has 
a hole in the roof far ventilation. 

Prisoners inaiw» neckties, belts 
and ropes out of horse hair. 

“Som etime s a prisoner will 
sneak a long rope he’s working 
on into his cell,” the jailer said. 

“He ties a rock at the end of 
the rope and hurls It over a beam 



in the celling, moiring- ids way 
to the air hole on a dark ni ght, 
Then, if the guard Is unlucky, 
the prisoner manages to jump 
off file roof and slip away.” 

Arms Permitted 

Because the two prisoners now 
doubling as guards were respect- 
ed members of the community, 
they are permitted to be armed 
with rifles while on dnty on the 
jail roof. 

Usually, there is at least one 
ex-guard serving out the sentence 
of an escapee. 

But at the present this is not 
the case. For tJmt-. reason, the 
four guards are especially edgy 
about the possibility of an escape 
attempt. 

Rafael Quintero, a prisoner 
guard serving 20 months for the 
barroom stabbing, was on the 
jail roof standing guard. 

He patted the butt of his rifle, 
then declared: 

‘Tve got only three mo nt hs 
left to do. Nobody better fey to 
bust out of here on my time."
